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After exchanging pleasantrien , Mrs. Lagergren mentioned she 
recently had met with Senators Pell and Church, Congressmen Dornan 
and Burton, Ed Sanders (S/ES) of the Department and Stuart Eizen- 
stadt at the White House concerning the fate of her half-brother 
Raoul . 

She asked about the possibility of obtaining a copy of the memo- 
randum that former Secretary Kissinger had disapproved on raising > 
her brother's case with the Soviets. Mr. Goodby promised to check 
into the request, and said he thought it would be possible. 5 

Mrs. Lagergren referred to her request to Mr, Eunseth on July l?f 
if we would consider raising the case with the Soviets. Mr. Goodby 
said we would approach the Soviet Union about her brother. Asking 
if it would be in Moscow or Washington, Goodby said it would be in 
Washington and in the absence of Ambassador Dobrynin we would take 
it up vith the Charge. Goodby also promised to let the Swedish 
Embassy knov when we made our approach, and asked Mr, Borglund if 
the Swedish Government concurred in such an endeavor. Mr. Borglund!
